Washington, May 28.—Senator Bai­ 
ley of Texas and W. S. Manning, rep­ 
resentative of the New York Times in 
the senate press gallery, exchanged 
blows just as the senate adjourned 
as a result of a conversation they had 
?n reference to an article printed by 
the New York newspaper questioning 
the sincerity of the senator in his 
course on the income tax. 
Neither of the participants was in­ 
jured, as they were separated by 
Senator Clapp, Porto Rican Commis­ 
sioner Larrlnaga, a number of senate 
employes and several newspaper cor­ 
respondents. 
The versions of Mr. Bailey and Mr. 
Manning are in substantial agreement 
as to the cause of the trouble and dif­ 
fer only as to the number of blows 
struck by each. 
A bitter attack upon the author of 
an article in the New York Times, 
charging that Senator Bailey had 
played into the hands of Senator Aid- 
rich by his course in demanding an 
Immediate vote on the Income tax 
amendment and had thus caused a 
split of the forces supporting such an 
amendment, was made by Senator 
Bailey on the floor of the senate. Mr. 
Manning accosted Mr 
Bailey after 
the adjournment of the session to in 
form him that be was inaccurate in 


ten it was a "liar.” According to both 
men, the senator’s language was em­ 
phatic, and Mr. Manning responded 
that he "had not had the honor to 
write the story.” Mr. Bailey says 
that the word "honor” was empha­ 
sized in a manner intended to be of­ 
fensive. The conversation was begun 
in front of the main door of the sen­ 
ate 
chamber 
and 
was 
continued 
through the corridor leading to the 
senate committee on finance. The 
two men were directly in front of the 
door leading to the finance commit­ 
tee and also in front of one of the 
private 
elevators. Several 
persons 
heard the word "liar” proclaimed in a 
loud voice and then saw Mr. Bailey 
and Mr. Manning clinch. The latter 
claims Mr. Bailey hit him first. In the 
mix-up Mr. Manning struck the sena­ 
tor with his umbrella, knocking off 
the senator’3 hat, and the senator 
grasped Mr. Manning by the throat. 
Just at that moment the elevator 
stopped at the senate floor, and Sena­ 
tor Clapp and Mr. Larrlnaga stepped 
from the car. Without waiting to 
learn the cause of the disturbance Mr. 
Clapp threw his arms around Senator 
Bailey, who at that time seemed to 
be in a position to do serious injury 
to the newspaper correspondent, a 
young man of slight build. 
The Texas senator struggled despe­ 
rately to break from this restraint, 
but Senator Clapp tightened his hold 
and the newspaper correspondents 
pushed Mr. Manning away and insist­ 
ed upon his leaving the corridor.

Tribesmen Convicted of the Murder of 
a Chicago Anthropologist. 
Manila, May 28.—The trial of the 
native tribesmen who murdered Dr. 
William Jones, the noted anthropolo­ 
gist of the Field museum of Chicago, 
in the Isabella province on the island 
of Luzon, last March, was concluded 
at Bayonbong today. Three natives 
were sentenced to death. 
Dr. Jones 
was unexpectedly 
at­ 
tacked and murdered by hostile lion 
gotes near the headwaters of the 
Cagayan river, when studying the 
customs of the tribes in the interior. 
A party sent out by the government 
recovered a large part of the valuable 
natural history specimens gathered by 
the Chicago scientist in 
his 
two 
years’ travel in the island. 
S. C. Sims, an assistant curator of 
the Field museum, arrived in Manila 
a week ago from Chicago to take up 
the work interrupted by the death ol 
Dr. Jones.

The 
gravest concern in this breaking of 
.he ice by the first train run in five 
days in a community which en masse 
has suported the racial contention 
of the strikers, is felt here among 
men who for forty-eight hours have 
been continuously working for some 
solution of the difficulty. Hopeful­ 
ness that the mall trains will be har­ 
bingers of peace prevails, but fears of 
complications are not concealed. 
The second crisis is the fate of arbi­ 
tration.

have been made, but the assertion 
that United States Commissioner of 
T.abor Neill has notified General Man­ 
ager Scott of the railroad that he 
must make final decision whether he 
will accept arbitration has been re­

trains has reduced the* problem of set­ 
tlement to two issues: 
First, in what manner the negro 
shall be allowed to work. 
Second, the interference with inter­ 
state commerce and its possible result 
in

intervention. The 
con­ 
ferees believe that a great gain has 
been made in eliminating the post­ 
office department’s dilemma and leav­ 
ing the federal part for the interstate 
commerce commission only.

Puebla, Mex., May 28.—Carrying 
out a vow made several years ago, 
Lieutenant Braulio Guiterrez shot and 
killed Adelberto Reyes while the wife 
and children of the victim begged for 
his life. The two men served togeth­ 
er in the army seven years ago and 
had a quarrel one day as Reyes was 
being discharged. Guiterrez swore to 
kill Reyes. Although he rose in rank 
and secured a commission, he did not 
forget his desire for vengeance. 


Brakeman Killed. 
St. Paul, May 28.—Charles Edward 
Brennan, a brakeman for the Chicago 
Great Western railway, was found 
dying on the tracks at Empire, Minn., 
with his right arm and his left leg 
severed from his body. Just in what 
manner he received his injuries is not 
known. He was placed on a passen 
ger train and hurried to St. Paul, but 
he died from shock just as the train 
reached the depot.

Calmer coun­ 
cil prevailed, and when the resolu­ 
tions to cease work because of the 
failure of President Parsons to treat 
with the men’s representatives were 
passed, they included a paragraph 
stating that the resolutions were to 
be placed in the hands of the execu­ 
tive committee to be made effective 
at such time as they should deem ex­ 
pedient. It was also decided that 
every effort would be made to pro­ 
tect the company’s property from 
rioters. 


CHURCH BAN 
ON TOBACCO 


Neither 
Clergymen 
Nor 
Laymen 


Should Use It. 
Denver, May 28.—Clergymen and 
laymen should not use tobacco, but it 
is not contrary to the principles of the 
church for Presbyterian judges to 
grant saloon licenses, was decided by 
the general assembly of the Presby 
terian church. 
The aaeembly thus expressed itself 
in approving the report of the tem­ 
perance committee after a long discus­ 
sion. The report commended Presi­ 
dent Taft, Emperor William and for­ 
mer President Eliot of Harvard for 
being teetotalers, and urged ministers 
of the church to petition congress to 
stop intestate shipments of liquors, 
to discontinue the issuance of internal 
revenue receipts in prohibition terri­ 
tory and to prohibit the use of the 
mails for the distribution of liquor ad­ 
vertisements or of liquor. 
Rev. Elsworth Rich of Watsonville, 
Cal., introduced a resolution that min­ 
isters should not use tobacco. A lay­ 
man arose and declared Mr. Rich 
should 
include 
laymen. This 
was 
done and the resolution was adopted 
amid cheering. 
At night there was a huge public 
gathering at which Governor John F. 
Shafroth made an address of wel­ 
come on behalf of the state and Mayor 
Speer in behalf of the city.

Tulsa, Okla., May 28.—Indictments

The accused men are charged with 
obtaining titles from the government 
to town lots in Muskogee by illegal 
methods. 
Bond in each case was 
fixed at $5,000 and was promptly fur­ 
nished. Arrangements for the trials 
have not been made, but it is thought 
the cases will be heard at an early 
date. 
This is the second indictment for 
Governor Haskell in the Tulsa case. 
The first bills were dismissed on a 
technicality. The federal authorities 
at once began preparing new evi­ 
dence along lines Indicated by the 
court’s ruling. 
The fight before the grand jury had 
many sensational features. Numerous 
witnesses from Ohio and elsewhere 
testified.

(ASE IN HANDS OF THE JURY 


Trial of Labor Leaders in Chicago 
Ended. 
Chicago, May 28.—With the scath­ 
ing denunciation of State’s Attorney 
Wayman still ringing in their ears, 
the jury in the case of Madden, Boyle 
and Pouchot, labor leaders charged 
with extortion, retired to consider a 
verdict. 
The state’s attorney in closing for 
the state called attention to the im­ 
portance of the case, declaring that 
he was fighting, not against unionized 
labor, but for it, to cut out a cancer 
in the form of corrupt practices by 
trusted leaders. 
"Thousands of respectable union 
men in this country are behind me in 
this fight,” he declared. "The wives 
and children who have felt the bitter 
pangs of hunger because of Madden’s 
grafting strikes are with the prosecu­ 
tion.” 
The conviction of the defendants, 
he declared, would be a great lesson 
to all "grafters” hiding under the pro­ 
tection and respectability of trades 
unionism. 
The labor leaders showed little in­ 
terest in what was being said against 
them. 
Attorney Brady, for the defense, 
preceded Mr. Wayman. Mr. Brady 
said that the evidence showed con­ 
clusively that Emil Kllcka, president 
of the Joseph Klicka company, had 
undoubtedly paid $1,000 to George S. 
Andres to settle the strike on the 
Klicka plant, but that the money 
never reached Madden.

Attempts to Change the Sugar Sched­ 
ule of the Tariff Bill End in Fail­ 
ure—Considered 
Significant 
That 
the Two Louisiana Senators Were 
the Only Democrats to Vote With 
the Republicans on the Dutch Stan­ 
dard Provision. 


W ashington, May 28.—By the deci­ 
sive vote of fifty to thirty-three the 
senate decided to postpone until June 
IO further consideration of the income 
tax question in connection w ith the 
tariff. 
Consideration of the sugar schedule 
was continued, but after tw o am end­ 
m ents to It were voted upon th e sen­ 
ate switched off to a discussion of the 
possibility of getting a vote on the 
Bailey income tax am endm ent. 
Mr. 
Bailey presented his argum ent for a 
vote in bis usual forcible m anner, but 
did not succeed in prevailing upon 
Senator Aldrich to concede a vote in 
advance of the tariff schedules. 
Mr. 
Aldrich declared th at he would not 
agree to a vote on the income tax in 
advance of the schedules so long as 
he was in charge of the bill. 
Two 
am endm ents 
to 
the 
sugar 
schedule on which votes w ere taken 
were 
those 
elim inating th e 
D utch 
standard test from the tariff schedule 
and lowering the duty on refined su­ 
gar from 1.90 cents per pound to 
1.82Vi cents per pound. 
Both were 
defeated, the former by a vote of 36 
to 47, and the latter by 32 to 53. 
On 
the first vote l l Republicans voted 
with the Democrats for the am end­ 
ment, but on the second only 5 Repub­ 
licans broke ranks. 
It w as consid­ 
ered som ew hat significant th a t the 
two Louisiana senators, M essrs. Fos­ 
te r and McEnery, the only senators 
representing a cane sugar producing 
state, 
should 
have been 
the 
only 
Democrats to vote with the Republi­ 
cans on the Dutch standard provision, 
and this was made the more signifi­ 
cant because for the first tim e the 


possibility of a sharp conflict between 
the cane sugar and beet sugar inter­ 
ests 
w as 
indicated. 
Mr. 
Cummins 
made thi3 the text of a som ew hat 
lengthy and interesting speech. 
The 
cane sugar men did not, however, 
m ake response. 
In the m ain Mr. Cummins advocated 
the striking out of the Dutch standard 
test and the provision In the sugar 
schedule for a differential on refined 
sugar. 
T his action he thought would 
restrict the profits of the sugar tru st 
and thus cause th a t institution to lose 
its dom ination in the sugar trade, 
while on the oth er hand the beet su­ 
gar m akers would be benefitted.
